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A judge is disqualified to pass on any matter concerning a decedent's estate in which the judge has a direct and substantial 


interest.! However, it has been found that where a special administrator disclaims interest in a suit in which he or she has been 
named as a defendant and which later comes before the judge as a judge, the judge is not disqualified although in answering 


he or she adopts the answer of an active defendant.
